The Southern Claims commission. 
Wasnixcton, August 25. 


The aggregate number of claims pre- 
sented to the Southern Claims Commis- 
sion thusffar is sixteen thousand, rang- 
ing from $12,000 to $300,000 an 

averaging twenty-five hundred dollars 
each. The Commission have finall 

reported on 580 cases in which 
one million six hundred thousand dol- 


lars were claimed. About 250 of them |. 


were rejected principally for absence of 
proofs of locality and for the re@iaining 
three hundred and thirty cases, Congress 
on the recommendation of the commis- 
sion appropriated 8350, 000. The money 
having since been paid with the excep- 
tion of fifteen thousand dollars, which 
was stopped through the reports of 
* agents who were employed aſter 

general report of the Commission- 
ers had been made to Congress, aud who 
discovered reasons ſor withholding this 


amount in three or four cases from Vir- 


ginia. 10 

Tue Commissioners, three in number, 
being now absent from Washington 
have under examination five hundred 
claims a piece, upon which they will 
report at their next meeting in October 
next, when in addition five hundred 
other cases will also be decided. The 
Commission will according to the terms 
of the law creating it expire on the 3rd 
of March next, and six years will be 
consumed in transacting the business 
now on hand. Under the bureau sys- 
tem such as prevails in the departments, 
fifty years would be required for this 
purpose; the rapidity of transacting 
the business of the Commission is 
unprecedented, there being one chief 
clerk and only four assistants, this is an 
expense principally due to the {act 
that but few formalities are observed 
and voluminous books dispensed with. 
The expenses to claimants are small. 
There are no office fees excepting for 
taking testimony and the lowest charge 
is made for claims under one thousand 
dollars. Information has been received 
that agents in the South are collecting 
claims of persons whose property was 
taken for public uses or destroyed to 
facilitate military operations, but who 
cannot prove loyalty owing to their giv- 
ing aid and: comfort to the Confederates. 
These agents are acting upon the suppo- 
sition that Congress will ultimately 
dispense with the loyalty claims. The 
aggregate ofsuch claims is already 


large.

joy another pure and honest election in 
North Carolina. It is, therefore, an im- 
perative duty that devolves upon every 
good citizen in the State to see to it 
that the matter is thoroughly investi- 
gated and that, the guilty parties are 
brought to punishment.

These charges ought to be investiga- 
ted by the Legislature to the end that 
justice may be done and fraud con- 
demned, for it they be true, then is 
Merrimon our Governor elect. We do 
not undertake to say that they are true, 
but we consider it the duty of Judge 
Merrimon to contest the election, not 
alone on his own behalf, but in behalf 
of State andthe purity of the ballot- 
box. We are not prompted to this by 
a stinging sense of defeat, but by a 
simple desire that the elections in this 
State shall be above suspicion of un- 
fairness, and that the ballot-box, which 
is the only safeguard of our liberties, 
shall be kept pure.

fraudulent votes have been cast ex- 
eeeding the so-called majority of Cald- 
well in the State, then we demand in 
the name of right and honesty, that the 
90,000 white people who voted for Mer- 
rimon shall be regarded, and Merrimon 
declared Governor.
